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Huskies go on livestock killing spree 


DOMESTIC dogs went wild and attacked livestock during a 
“frenzied” 36-hour killing spree in Bridport. Dorset Police 
believe two Husky dogs were responsible for gruesome at¬ 
tacks on sheep at two smallholdings in West Bay and off East 
Road. 

The vicious attacks continued the following day when a 


group of alpacas were chased and one killed by the dogs in 
the Skilling Hill area around 4:15pm. 

A member of the public helped police catch the dogs, which 
were placed in kennels and put down by vets the next day. 

Dorset Police are talking to the dogs’ owner as part of its in¬ 
vestigation into the attacks, which began on October 24th. 
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Brian Martin was caring for his son’s seven sheep when he 
was called to the smallholding near Mill House, off East 
Street. The retired building contractor pulled two savaged 
carcasses and three live animals from a nearby river. 

He said his son Dale’s ewe and ram, which were treated as 
pets by his two young grandsons, were killed in what he de¬ 
scribed as a “sheer, frenzied attack”. 

The 67-year-old said: “I was over the moon when I heard 
the dogs had been caught and killed.Before the police even 
caught them I said the dogs should be put down because they 
had the killing instinct.

“They were back to nature like a killing dog, like a wolf, 
and couldn’t stop killing. If they hadn’t been caught and put 
down they would’ve gone on killing. They were savage 
dogs.” 

Patricia Morcom blamed the dogs’ owner for the attacks, 
which left an ewe dead and a ram mutilated so badly it had 
to be put down at her smallholding in West Bay.

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AS Remembrance Day approaches, we speak 
to John Hunt, fondly known locally as "Army 
John", from Lyme Regis, who served 24 years 
under several cap badges and travelled the 
world during his Army career. 

Originally from the Isle of Wight, John first 
visited Lyme Regis after reading about the 
town in a novel in 1988. 

He now lives here permanently and is a mem¬ 
ber of several local organisations, including 
the Royal British Legion Lyme Regis Branch, 
for which he will take over the role of treasurer 
later this year. 


■ WHEN did you join the Army? 

I first joined the Army in 1984 when I left school, aged 
18.1 have given 24 years coloured service, as I left be¬ 
fore briefly, and have served in several different regi¬ 
ments, including the Royal Chrous Signals, the Devon 
and Dorset Regiment which then became The Rifles. 

■ WHY did you decide to join? 

I wanted to do something exciting with my life. I 
wanted to leave home, see the world and do some¬ 
thing challenging.

Some of the places I was 
based were Hong Kong, Germany, Northern Ireland, 
Berlize and Iraq.

The author described it so nicely so I 
came here in 1988.1 came for one night really and have 
stayed here since! 

■ WHAT do you like about living in the town? 

Its insularity. Everyone knows everybody else and no 
one can have a secret here. If you have a problem you 
can share it, and people usually do. 

The small things which are irrelevant elsewhere are 



important to everyone here, and they probably should 
be. I don't mind people talking or gossiping about me. 
It's better to be talked about than forgotten. 

■ WHAT would you change if you could? 

Nothing really. Maybe the attitudes of some people. For 
example, I think the Three Cups Hotel has stayed closed 
for over 20 years because of the attitudes of some peo- 
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pie who don't want it to be anything else, and certainly 
not because of Palmers. 


■ WHY did you join the Royal British Legion? 

The army gave me a great life. I've seen a lot of my 
mates injured or killed and I respect the old who re¬ 
sponded to the call of duty and sacrificed themselves 
in hideous wars. They did this on our behalf and I think 
I should be doing something on their behalf. 

As old soldiers fade away, so their needs become 
more important, and the need for the Legion to keep 
going and funds to be raised never slackens. 

■ WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I'm goundsman at Uplyme and Lyme Regis Cricket Club, 
a member of St Michael's Parish Church choir and of 
Lyme Regis Operatic Society. I also enjoy walking, 
watching football and going to the pub! 

■ WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

My ideal holiday destination would be a cruise down 
the South Atlantic to visit all our remaining tiny poses- 
sion there. 


■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I suppose we could finish paying for the new church 
organ and repair the clock tower. But I have to point out 
that I haven't, so please donate generously!

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Hospital cuts review set for this month 


A REVIEW on proposed 
cuts to Bridport Community 
Hospital Services will be 
held later this month. 

A joint report from NHS 
Dorset and Dorset County 
Hospital will be considered 
by the Dorset Health 
Scrutiny Committee on No¬ 
vember 29th. 

A total of six departments 
at the hospital are under 
threat as the DCH NHS 
Foundation Trust looks to 
review services in a number 
of community hospitals. 

Closure fears come after 
NHS Dorset served a six- 
month notice period on the 
existing contract with the 
Dorset Healthcare Univer¬ 
sity NHS Foundation Trust. 

The need to keep outpa¬ 
tient, radiography and sur¬ 
gery services was 
highlighted when town and 
district councillor, David 
Tett, was told he faced an 18 
week wait to see a consult¬ 
ant. 

Councillor Tett was told 
by a doctor to see an ear, 
nose and throat specialist at 
Bridport Community Hospi¬ 


tal, but could not book an 
appointment until next year. 

He has since decided to go 
to Axminster Hospital in 
Devon to see a consultant. 

Councillor Tett said: “I 
saw a doctor on Monday 
night and he wanted me to 
see an ENT consultant and 
gave me a telephone number 
to ring, and said ‘I suppose 
you want to go to Bridport’. 

“So I rang for an appoint¬ 
ment and Bridport Commu¬ 
nity Hospital said it would 
be an 18 week wait. 

“I wanted to get an ap¬ 
pointment quickly within 
two to three weeks and they 
gave me 18 weeks, talk 
about early next year, and by 
that time the decision on clo¬ 
sures will have been made.” 

He added: “This is very 
much the thin edge of the 
wedge in the cut back in 
services. I’m hoping we can 
stop it, that’s why I raised 
the issue at district council.” 

Following the announce¬ 
ment of proposed closures 
last month Councillor Tett 
asked West Dorset District 
Council to write to Dorset

County Hospital NHS Foun¬ 
dation expressing its con¬ 
cerns. 

WDDC leader Councillor 
Robert Gould then spoke to 
the DCH NHS Foundation. 

He said that while the pub¬ 
lic sector faced challenging 
times healthcare was still of 
vital importance.

The animal lover said: “The dogs had to be destroyed, there 
was no choice. Once they have tasted blood you just don’t 
know what will happen next, but I’m very, very angry at the 
owner for allowing their dogs to run loose and I hold them 
responsibly.” 

PC Scott McGregor, of Bridport Police, said they believed 
the Husky dogs were responsible for the other livestock at¬ 
tacks. 

He said: “There were three incidents in the space of 36 
hours which resulted in animals being killed, it’s very grue¬ 
some; I’ve seen the pictures of the carnage the attacks caused. 

“It’s not just the effect on other livestock but the trauma 
caused to farmers and smallholders.” 

He added: “Never assume that just because your dog is typ¬ 
ically gentle and calm that it could never be a threat to other 
animals.” 

Anyone with any information about livestock worrying 
should call Dorset Police on 101. Anyone wishing to report 
a stray or missing dog should contact West Dorset District 
Council on 01305 251010.

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Downton Abbey star joins CLA 
'Can't Get Online' campaign 


RURAL champions, the Country, Land & Business 
Association, have launched a campaign designed to 
highlight the problems of rural areas still struggling to 
access broadband, and have the backing of a top tele¬ 
vision celebrity who also suffers the same problem. 

The CLA’s campaign ‘Can’t Get Online’ is a coun¬ 
terbalance to the Government’s week-long promotion 
running this week (from October 30th until November 
6th) encouraging people to get online. 

The association’s aim is to ensure that every rural 
business and household can access a broadband con¬ 
nection of at least five megabits per second. 

The problem, according to CLA experts, is that a 
fifth of rural England still cannot access even modest 
broadband speeds. 

The campaign has already won the backing of 
Downton Abbey star, Hugh Bonneville, who plays the 
Earl of Grantham in ITV1 ’s popular period drama. 

Hugh lives in a village just 40 miles outside London 
but he says the broadband connection is “pretty pa¬ 
thetic” and wants infrastructure companies to give the 
countryside a chance. 

He said: “I’d love to run aspects of my work from 
home; I’d love to sign up for services that stream con¬ 
tent but the connection’s just too unreliable. Some 
days I can’t even send an email and there doesn’t seem 
to be much I can do about it.” 

The week-long ‘Can’t Get Online’ roadshow, which 
is sponsored by the CLA, will see IT and social media 
expert, John Popham, touring rural communities 
across England to highlight the difficulties they face 
in getting online. 

He will be encouraging people with inadequate or 
non-existent broadband to find a friend with a broad¬ 
band connection and sign the CLA petition calling for 
a minimum universal service commitment of five 
megabytes. 

CLA South West director, John Mortimer, said: “In 


today’s world it is just not acceptable that broadband 
providers can choose to ignore rural areas. 

“The Government wants us to fill in tax returns on¬ 
line because it’s more cost-effective and schools ex¬ 
pect children to do homework online. 

“This is only possible if homes and businesses have 
access to superfast broadband - internet service 
providers must be persuaded to bring broadband ‘not- 
spots’ up to speed rather than making the already fast 
even faster.”

The ten mile race around the historic 
naval city involved 24,000 runners of all 
abilities from world marathon record 
holder Abel Kirui who finished second to 
world 10k and 15k record holder Leonard 
Komon, to celebrities and the general pub¬ 
lic running to raise money for their spe¬ 
cific charity. 

Julia May and her twin brother Daniel 
Broom, both from Bridport, exceeded 
their target of £500 running in aid of the 
Paediatric Intensive Care Unit at 
Southampton Hospital, where Julia’s son 
Luke received lifesaving surgery includ¬ 
ing the removal of one of his lungs at three 
months old. Now two and a half years old, 
he spent a year in hospital but is now mak¬ 
ing rapid progress towards recovery. 

Neither was able to train as much as they 
would have wished, but both finished in 
respectable times. Dan, for whom this was 
his third consecutive year, ran a time of 
1:28:55 and was disappointed he was five 
minutes slower than last year. 

“I ran the first five miles in 40 minutes 
on schedule, but the reoccurrence of a 
knee injury at six and a half miles slowed 
me considerably.” 

Julia, who finished just behind her 
brother in a time two and a half minutes 
faster than last year, said: “I was a bit rusty 
having not been able to train as much as I 
would have liked, but am glad we 
achieved our target for a very worthy 
cause.”

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Folk icon Julie Felix 
comes to Bridport 


FOLK icon Julie Felix will perform at Bridport's Electric Palace on Friday, De¬ 
cember 2nd. With her striking looks and with the phenomenal energy that 
she exudes on stage it's hard to believe that Julie was born in 1939. 

Julie left her home in California in the early 60s, hitch-hiking throughout 
Europe with just a duffle bag and her guitar. After living on a Greek island 
where she met and performed with another newcomer by the name of 
Leonard Cohen, Julie arrived in England in 1964. Within a few months she be¬ 
came the first solo folk artist to be signed to a major British record company 
when Decca released her first album, Julie Felix, and a single, Someday Soon. 
That same year Julie appeared on The Eamonn Andrews TV show, and was 
asked back the following week by popular demand. 

In 1965 she headlined the Royal Albert Hall, becoming the first British-based 
folk singer to fill London's top venue, prompting The Times to declare her 
"Britain's first lady of folk" In 1966 Julie became the resident singer on the 
amazingly popularTV showThe Frost Report, quickly becoming a household 
name. 

Brian Epstein,The Beatles manager, booked Julie in 1967 to top the bill with 
Georgie Fame for a two week engagement at London's Saville Theatre, sup¬ 
ported by a newcomer named Cat Stevens. In 1968 she was given her own 
TV series - the first colour series produced by the BBC. Guests included 
Leonard Cohen, Jimmy Page, Donovan, Dusty Springfield, Spike Milligan and 
Richard Harris. Her late 1960s recordings included Going to the Zoo, a collec¬ 
tion of children's songs on Fontana Records. 

In 1970 her series was moved from BBC2 to BBC1, and Julie was signed by 
hit-maker Mickie Most, becoming the first artist to have a hit on the RAK label 
with her version of Paul Simon's If Could '(El Condor Pasa). In 1974 Julie signed 
with the EMI label and recorded the album Lightning, touring Japan, Australia 
and New Zealand. In the late 70's she moved to Norway where the title track 
of her 1976 album Hot Chocolata went to number one in the singles chart. 

During her long career Julie Felix has sung out for many causes. She has vis¬ 
ited the Middle East as a humanitarian ambassador for Christian Aid, urged 
New Zealanders not to engage in conscription at a concert during the Viet¬ 
nam War, campaigned for Latin American refugees, founded Guitars Against 
Landmines, and marched against the Iraq War in London. 

In 2008 Julie celebrated her 70th birthday playing a sold out gig at 
Gateshead's Sage Theatre. The following year Julie sold out the prestigious 
Cork Folk Festival, along with every other date on her Irish tour. In 2011 Julie 
returned to play The Isle Of Wight Festival her performance was every bit as 
dynamic as her appearance 42 years earlier at the 1969 Isle Of Wight Festival 

After nearly half a century of making phenomenal music nothing's changed, 
she's still brimming with energy on stage and off, with her performances ex¬ 
uding the pure joy of music. The show starts at 8pm, with doors opening at 
7pm.

Just right for amateurs to chance on one.

See why the fascination and renown. 

Go find a fossil see children's faces shine 
When Paul the guide in fossil hunting gear

I saw the world and yet I was not seen; 

My thread is cut and yet it is not spun, 

And now I live, and now my life is done. 

I sought my death and found it in my womb, 

I looked for life and saw it was a shade, 

I trod the earth and knew it was my tomb, 

And now I die, and now I was but made: 

My glass is full, and now my glass is run, 

And now I live, and now my life is done. 

Another man who wrote a poem just before his 
death was the war poet William Noel Hodgson, 
who served in the Devonshire Regiment and was 
awarded the Military Cross. He was killed in 1916 
on the first day of the Battle of the Somme. Two 
days before he died he wrote this. 

BEFORE ACTION 

By all the glories of the day, 

And the cool evening's benison, 


By that last sunset touch that lay, 

Upon the hills when day was done, 

By beauty lavishly outpoured, 

And blessings carelessly received, 

By all the days that I have lived, 

Make me a soldier, Lord. 

By all of man's hopes and fears, 

And all the wonders poets sing, 

The laughter of unclouded years, 

And every sad and lovely thing; 

By the romantic ages stored 
With high endeavour that was his, 

By all his mad catastrophes 
Make me a man, 0 Lord.

Buckler explained: "He is a real monkey, and I 
felt sorry forjockey Andrew Glassonbury as soon 
as the winner Wherrimon pulled away from 
them, leaving them to race on their own, as I 
knew he would refuse to continue on his own. 

"There is nothing you can do about it unfortu¬ 
nately. He has ability, having won a couple of 
races in his career, but he has this problem of rac¬ 
ing on his own. 


"He obviously is not in love with racing and will 
be leaving the yard to go hunting or point-to- 
point." 

Buckler was initially very disappointed with his 
other runner Quix in the Cushman & Wakefield 
Novices' Hurdle over two miles at Ascot on Sat¬ 
urday. He jumped badly from the outset and was 
finally tailed off to finish fifth. 

"I know he can be a quirky character, but I 
couldn't understand at the time why he had 
jumped so badly and didn't appear to try. 

"It was only the next morning when he could 
hardly move, and it appears that maybe he has 
torn some muscles high up in his back which 
was why he ran as he did. Although he has im¬ 
proved slightly he is obviously very sore, and the 
physio will be looking at him to check him out." 

Champagne Rosie was due her first run of the 
season at Exeter on Tuesday in a highly compet¬ 
itive race whilst Saint Peray was due to go on the 
same card. Small Fly is expected to run at Chep¬ 
stow on Wednesday, and providing he is not bal¬ 
loted out, Baron Sutton will make his racing 
debut at Wincanton on Saturday. 

Stable jockey Nathan Sweeney rode out for the 
first time on Monday after breaking his leg in a 
fall aboard Ethiopia in July, and hopes that an x- 
ray in two weeks time will see him back in the 
saddle in the not too distant future.
